Our  subscribers  will  tender  us  a  great 
favor  by  advising  us  of  any  desired  changes 
in  (heir  subscriptions  before  the  close  of  the 
year,  or  early  in  the  ensuing  month.  The 
steady  increase  in  our  subscription  list  is  an 
assurance  to  us  that  our  efforts  have  not 
failed  to  meet  u:ith  a  large  measure  of 
commendation,  and  this,  we  (rust,  will  be 
both  merited  and  received  during  the  ensuing 
year. 


It  must  be  confessed  that  the  municipal 
and  sanitary  authorities  of  this  city  have 
again  signally  failed  to  comprehend  the 
terrible  responsibility  which  rests  upon 
their  shoulders  in  the  matter  of  protecting 
us  against  the  ravages  of  fever.  In  [be 
early  part  of  the  winter  the  sanitary  officials 
did  good  work  in  visiting  some  of  the 
streets  which  had  suffered  most  from  fever, 
and  ordering  much  needed  sanitary  improve- 
ments in  every  house  needing  them.  This 
sensible  measure  led  us  to  hope  that  some- 
thing effective  would  be  done  to  protect  us 
against  a  return  of  the  epidemic.  Later  on, 
however,  all  this  praiseworthy  activity  van- 
ished, and  in  its  place  there  is  to  be  found 
nothing  but  the  old  apathy  and  indifference. 
The  streets  have  not  been  repaired,  nor 
have  they  been  cleaned.  Dangerous  nuis- 
ances exist  in  every  part  of  the  city,  old 
buildings  are  being  torn  down,  and  house- 
holders are  permitted  to  keep  their  premises 
in  just  as  filthy  a  state  as  they  please.  A 
beneficent  providence  has  been  doing  us 
generous  service  in  washing  the  streets 
with  copious  rains  and  in  keeping  back  the 
summer  heat,  but  the  danger  exists  never- 
theless. Why  it  is  the  authorities  can  not 
keep  our  streets  in  decent  repair,  we  can 
not  imagine.  Every  one  of  these  broken 
places  becomes  a  receptacle  for  stagnant 
water  and  street  refuse,  and  therefore  a 
breeding  place  for  disease.  Every  quintal 
which  is  not  kept  scrupulously  clean  is  also 
a  source  of  infection  during  the  intense 
heat  of  summer.  We  do  not  need  any 
elaborate  precautions  to  keep  this  city  free 
from  fever ;  we  only  need  a  good  water  sup- 
ply, good  food  and  cleanly  surroundings. 
Proper  attention  to  these  simple  matters 
will  do  more  to  free  Rio  de  Janeiro  from 
the  scourge  of  fever  than  all  the  schemes 
ever  devised.  And  yet,  it  is  just  these  few 
simple  factors  in  our  daily  life  that  are  least 
considered.  Happily  we  are  thus  far  free 
from  fever,  and  there  are  many  reasons  for 
the  belief  that  the  summer  will  pass  without 
an  epidemic.  But  this,  we  submit,  is  no 
reason  why  the  streets  should  be  left  in 
their  present  condition. 


There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  soundness 
of  the  position  of  the  Jornal  do  Commercio 
in  regard  to  the  fusion  of  the  Banco  do 
Brazil  and  Banco  da  Republica,  as  promot- 
ed by  the  government,  but  we  should  like 
to  sec  the  question  discussed  on  a  broader 
basis.  The  government  has  and  can  have 
no  authority  whatever  over  such  a  question, 
unless  expressly  authorized  by  Congress, 
and  its  action  therefore  is  not  only  illegal, 
but  is  highly  perilous  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  country.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
present  situation  which  calls  for  such 
action,  and  it  is  therefore  unwarranted  as 


as  well  as  illegal  and  perilous,  Before  the 
hasty  passage  of  the  Malta  Machado  bill 
by  the  Chamber  last  October,  a  steady 
improvement  had  set  in,  exchange  was 
rising  and  a  belter  feeling  was  apparent 
everywhere.  The  general  impression  was 
to  the  cflect  that  the  Treasury  would  assume 
responsibility  for  the  currency  now  outstand- 
ing ami  we  should  see  an  end  to  the 
Inflation  which  bad  been  caused  by  unsound 
banks  and  unscrupulous  speculators.  The 
unexpected  vote  given  by  the  deputies, 
however,  dispelled  the  illusion,  and  exchange 
promptly  fell.  We  are  therefore  back 
again  in  that  state  of  distrust  and  un- 
certainty into  which  we  were  plunged  by  the 
mad  financial  schemes  of  the  Ruy  Barbosa 
regime,  and  there  we  shall  remain  until  the 
government  learns  to  keep  its  hands  off. 
Bad  as  the  situation  is,  ii  could  easily  be 
Improved  simply  through  ordinary  channels, 
but  it  will  never  be  improved  so  long  as  the 
government  continues  to  tlevise  and  encour- 
age such  schemes  as  that  now  resolved 
upon.  The  only  safe  course  for  Brazil  is 
for  the  Treasury  to  assume  the  sole  right  of 
is-uing  the  circulating  medium,  and  then  to 
let  all  banking  corporations  take  care  of 
themselves.  If  they  choose  to  waste  their 
capital  on  speculative  schemes,  then  let 
them  stand  the  loss.  All  the  government 
need  do  is  to  see  that  the  directors  and 
officers  of  such  banks  are  held  strictly 
accountable  for  their  acts,  and  that  they  are 
rigidly  punished  for  every  crime.  To  pro- 
ject such  men  from  the  consequences  of 
(heir  illegal  acts  is  bad  enough,  but  when 
(he  government  goes  still  further  and  en- 
deavors to  save  them  from  bankruptcy 
hrough  the  loan  of  its  own  credit,  then  it 
=  doing  what  no  self-respecting  people 
hould  permit. 


We  have  on  several  occasions  discussed 
he  serious  mistake  made  here  ami  else- 
riiere  in  South  America  of  maintaining 
urge  standing  armies.  They  are  not  only 
m necessary  and  costly,  but  they  are  in- 
iably  prime  sources  of  disorder  and  mis- 
'ernmeut.  The  proposed  increase  of  the 
iigentine  army  during  the  coming  year 
hould  lead  to  a  fresh  consideration  of  the 
Subject,  not  only  in  Argentina  but  in  every 
neighboring  country,  for  it  carries  with  it 
consequences  of  grave  import  to  every  one 
of  them.  We  do  not  imply  in  this  that  the 
Argentines  have  hostile  designs,  although 
it  is  well  understood  that  all  these  military 
preparations  are  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
possible  aggressions  on  the  part  of  Chili ; 
we  wish  merely  to  call  attention  to  the 
pernicious  example,  to  the  grave  economic 
consequences  which  must  follow,  to  the 
disorders  which  will  ensue,  and  to  the 
consequent  action  of  every  neighboring 
republic  which  will  feel  compelled  to  in- 
crease its  military  establishment  as  a  means 
of  self-protection.  There  is  not  a  country 
111  South  America  which  would  not  be  more 
orderly  and  more  prosperous  without  its 
standing  army.  It  may  be  that  corruption 
and  the  turbulent  character  of  the  people 
vould  prevent  the  effective  operation  of 
civil  law,  and  that  justice  would  be  practi- 
cally of  impossible  attainment,  but  that,  we 
submit,  is  exactly  the  case  to-day.  Making 
1  soldier  of  a  corrupt  and  turbulent  man 
Iocs  not  transform  him  into  an  orderly  and 
upright  citizen  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  organizes 
disorder,  gives  it  authority  and  license,  and 
jnly  too  frequently  cloaks  corruption  in  the 
*arb  of  legality  and  respectability.  \\\ 
Argentina,  in  Brazil,  in  Uruguay,  in  Chili, 
in  every  country  of  South  America,  the 
military  force  is  invariably  the  promoter 
of  revolution  and  disorder.  In  every  one 
of  them  an  ambitious  or  discontented  officer 
is  always  a  source  of  suspicion,  fear  and 
constant  disturbance.  The  privileges  which 
these  men  enjoy  and  the  destructive  power 
which  they  wield,  render  it  impossible  to 
keep  them  within  bounds,  except  through 
the  exercise  of  an  arbitrary  power  similar  to 
that  which  they  themselves  enjoy.  The 
results  are  not  only  disorder  and  arbitrary 
repression,  but  they  are  lo  be  found  in  the 
destruction  of  'all  civil  government,  the 
overthrow  of  personal  guarantees  and  civil 
procedure,  the  degradation  of  republican 
institutions,  the  accumulation  of  public 
indebtedness,  the  dissipation  of  public 
wealth  through  taxation  and  the  diversion 
of  private  enterprise  into  other  and  safer 
channels  than  those  of  agriculture,  com- 
merce and  industry,  and,  above  all,  in  the 
general  degradation  and  demoralization  of 
the  people,  The  Argentines  can  not  possi- 
bly afford  to   maintain  such   an  army,  nor 


can  Brazil  and  Uruguay.  Were  these  coun- 
tries to  reduce  their  armed  forces  to  a 
number  barely  sufficient  to  guard  their  forts 
and  arsenals,  they  would  not  only  save  a 
large  annual  expenditure  and  regain  their 
sadly  demoralized  credit,  bin  they  would 
be  just  as  safe  from  foreign  aggression  and 
domestic  insurrection  as  tiiev  are  to-day.

SLRIOUS  CHARGE  AGAINST  SANTOS 
OFFICIALS. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  "Journal  of  Comment." 

Sir—  In  order  to  give  you  an  idea  of  [he  way  and 
manner  sick  seamen  are  treated  in  this  citv  of  San- 
tos, 1  will  relate  what  occurred  relative  t'o  one  of 
my  sailors  who  was  attacked  with  yellow  fever  on 
board  my  ship,  the  Ordlana  of  Liverpool ,  Yester- 
day, one  of  my  men  showing  strong  symptoms 
of  yell'w  fever,  I  thought  best  to  semi  him  to 
the  hospital,  where  he  could,  or  should,  have 
better  treatment  than  be  could  have  aboard  my 
vessel,  although  1  had  cleared  from  the  port,  the 
vessel  laying  outside  the  fort  about  three  miles,  i 
started  from  my  vessel  about  six  a.m.,  arrived  at 
-Santos  at  eight,  and  made  every  effort  to  procure 
a  permit  for  an  entry  to  the  hospital  Aftd  running 
about  I  found  that  it  could  not  be  eflectcd  until 
about  twelve  o'clock  midnight  tn  the  meantime 
I  made  inquiries  how  to  have  the  man  conveyed 
from  my  ship  to  the  hospital.  I  made  an  offer 
for  a  steam  launch  to  tow  my  boat  with  the  man 
aboard  as  near  his  destination  as  possible,  hut 
found  the  tug  would  not  be  permitted  to  tow  a 
boat  from  outside  the  fort.  I  found  at  last  that  my 
only  remedy  was  to  make  an  arrangement  with  a 
bond  or  horse-car  (special),  which  on  arrival  at  the 
Uarra  t  did,  and  the  price  agreed  upon  was  sixteen 
mt'lreis.  I  took  the  man  from  my  vessel,  had  to 
carry  him  through  the  surf  with  my  boat's  crew  to 
the  station,  waiting  there  fully  half  an  hour.  I 
saw  the  manager  of  the  company,  who,  when  he 
saw  that  the  patient  was  a  poor  sailor,  said  "No; 
febre,  febre."  I  told  him  I  must  have  some 
.conveyance  to  the  hospital,  and  at  once,  for  after 
five  o'clock  p.m.  no  patients  were  admitted.  The 
manager  at  last  offered  me  a  common  sand-car 
with  the  sand  not  swept  out,  which  I  had  to  accept, 
and  he  charged  me  20  milreis  for  the  service. 
We  were  driven  rapidly  and  roughly  over  the  road 
to  the  hospital.  On  our  arrival  my  own  crew  had 
to  place  the  sick  man  at  the  door  of  the  ward  he 
was  to  occupy.  He  was  received  by  two  servants, 
who  handled  him  like  a  dog,  and  the  physician 
said  he  would  probably  die  before  night;  but  I 
believe  that,  with  kind  treatment,  he  had  a  fair 
chance  of  recovery.  Me  died  at  7  p.m.

The  President  is  using  every  effort  to 
conciliate  the  tactions  and  will  probably  send  a 
special  commission  to  scale  thecontroversy,  Tins 
revolution,  as  was  the  case  hi  Santiago  del  Estero, 
is  against  the  provincial  government  and  does  not 
directly  affect  the  national  authority. 

—The  gold  premium  at  Paraguay  is  now  about 
£&q%.  The  revenue  ol  ihe  republic  is  so  reduced 
that  it  hardly  suffices  for  bare  administrative  ex- 
penses, without  paying  any  service  on  ihe  heavy 
foreign  debt.  It  would  lie  a  good  chance  lor  some 
enterpnsiii"  capitalist  to  buv  up  the  republic  out- 
litdit  and  s"art  it  on  a  fresh  basis.  Il  is  evidently 
not  capable  ol  maintaining  its'  "independence" 
much  longer,  ami  perhaps  it  would  be  better  for 
the  people  that  it  should  not,  — Montevideo  Times. 

—In  Argentina  the  minister  of  war  now  unwisely 
proposes  that  the  effective  strength  of  the  standing 
army  shall  he  increased  next  year  to  15,600  men, 
distributed  as  follows:  Engineers,  one  regiment  of 
500  men;  artillery,  three  reitimeiits  of  light  and 
one  of  mountain  artillery  with  2,400  men,  each 
regiment  witli  sk  batteries  of  four  guns,  making 
96  altogether,  to  be  increa-ied  in  time  of  war  to 
144;  infantry,  twelve  regiments  of  600  men  each, 
divided  into  two  battalions  of  300  men  each, 
making  a  total  of  7,200  men;  cavalry,  ten  regi- 
ments of  350  men  and  sixteen  squadrons  of  125 
men  each,  making  a  total  of  5,500  men.

—Two  Ouro  Preto  priests  telegraphed  to  the 
Jornal  do  Commcrch  on  the  21st  complaining  that 
two  officers  accompanied  by  a  squad  or  soldiers 
had  broken  into  their  house,  destroyed  their  furni- 
ture and  attempted  to  kill  them. 

—The  Parana  legislature  has  adopted  irresolu- 
tion, solicited  by  the  governor,  giving  the  state 
executive  powers  to  use  violent  measures  against 
the  opposition.  The  governor  evidently  believes 
that  he  himself  is  the  republic,  and  that  all  opposi- 
tion is  treason.

It  IS 
said  "that  the  turf  a  deposit  contains  about  4,500,000 
cubic  metres,  and  that  great  results  are  confidently 
expected  from  the  industry.

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

The  manifesto  issued  by  Gen.  Tavares  in  answer 

to  Gen .  1'egoN  address  to  the  troops  in  Rio  Grande 

has  at  last  been  published   by  the  press  of  this 

city. 

Gen.  Tavares  in  his  manifesto  points  out  the 
contradictions  in  that  address  and  asks  how  it  is 
that  Gen.  Pe go,  after  asserting  that  the  interven- 
tion of  the  military  in  the  affairs  of  the  state  has 
been  disastrous,  wishes  them  to  continue  to  inter- 
fere for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  the  artificial  and 
calamitous  situation  which  they  have  created.  He 
severely  criticises  the  appeal  made  by  Gen.  Pego 
to  ignoble  and  selfish  instincts  and  says  that  he 
does  not  believe  that  the  Brazilian  soldier,  who 
has  so  often  displayed  his  devo'ion  to  noble  causes 
and  his  self-abnegation  in  their  defence,  will,  for 
the  sake  of  a  livelihood  for  himself  and  family,  aid 
in  enslaving  his  country. 

Alluding  to  the  fear,  expressed  by  Gen.  Pego,  of 
the  political  disintegration  of  the  country  in  event 
of  the  success  of  the  Rio  Grande  revolutionists, 
Gen.  Tavares  says  that,  if  the  success  of  the  latter 
should  be  Ihe  signal  for  revolt  in  all  the  slates, 
this  is  a  proof  that  these  states  arc  oppressed  and 
discontented  and  onlv  await  the  lead  of  Kio  Grande 
to  take  up  arms  and  force  the  present  representa- 
tive of  the  country  to  change  his  policy  or  to  retire 
from  his  office.  Thus,  says  the  General,  the 
country  would  be  saved  from  the  disintegration 
that  now  threatens  it.  If  the  country's  present 
representative  should  refuse  lo  yield  to  the  people's 
wishes,  then  the  army  and  navy,  displaying  a 
correct  comprehension  of  their  lofty  mission, 
would  interfere  and  compel  him  to  respect  the  will 
of  the  sovereign  people. 

The  alleged  expectation  of  an  invasion  of  the 
state  by  refugees,  says  the  General,  is  a  pretext  for 
the  extermination  of  political  opponents. 

"  Loving  my  country,"  he  terminates,  "I,  who 
am  now  in  the  last  period  of  my  existence,  should 
have  resorted  to  this  means,  had  I  disposed  of  the 
necessary  resources  to  ensure  its  success,  for  I 
consider  it  a  political  necessity,  _  since  the  repre- 
sentatives of  my  country  display  indifference  to  the 
vandalism  that  devastates  the  laud  of  my  birth,  and 
since  they  laugh  and  boast  of  a  result  that  shows 
the  abasement  of  a  people  that  has  a  record  to 
cherish  and  maintain  ;  but  it  is  n<>t  always  possible 
for  the  friends  of  liberty  to  shake  off  immediately 
the  chains  of  despotism.  The  day  will  come, 
however,  when  they  will  consider  themselves 
strong  enough  to  realize  iheir  legitimate  and 
patriotic  aspirations,  and  then,  if  I  am  still  alive 
and  it  is  necessary  tn  appeal  to  force,  I  shall  place 
myself  at  the  head  of  my  countrymen,  trusting  to 
compensate  for  the  weakness  of  age  by  the  patriot- 
ism and  sense  of  civic  duty  with  which  I  believe 
myself  to  be  inspired." 

A  Porto  Alegre  telegram  of  the  23rd  says  that 
Gen.  Telles,  who  had  just  returned  from  the  fron- 
tier, thinks  there  is  no  danger  of  an  invasion. 
The  refugees  lack  means,  he  says,  and  the  govern- 
ment bad  made  elaborate  preparations  for  repelling 
an  irruption  into  the  state.  The  Uruguayan 
authorities  had  seized  arms  belonging  to  refugees, 
which  they  promised  to  deliver  to  the  Brazilian 
intendant  at  Sant'  Anna  do  Livramentoi 

A  Montevideo  paper  says  that  the  Brazilian  police 
on  the  border  has  seized  19  cases  of  arms  consigned 
to  a  merchant  at  Bage. 

It  was  reported  at  Montevideo  on  the  23rd  that 
So  soldiers  had  deserted  from  the  Brazilan  army 
and  tied  into  Uruguay, 

Ccn,  Vasqucz,  who  had  been  sent  by  the  Uru- 
guayan government  to  inspect  the  frontier,  had 
returned  on  the  22nd,  reporting  that  the. refugees, 
for  want  of  a  sufficient  quantity  of  arms  and  of 
competent  leaders,  were  unable  to  attempt  an 
invasion.

—  On  the  23rd  insl.  a  bear  made  his  escape  (mm 
the  circus  in  Calnmby.  lie  was  killed  by  the 
police  on  Mono  de  Santa  Thereza. 

— An  executive  decree  o(  the  26th  insl.  appoints 
Dr.  Fernando  Ijolio  minister  of  justice  and  interior, 
the  duties  of  which  he  lias  been  exercising  at!  in- 
tetim  for  a  great  part  of  the  current  year. 

—Senator  Atistides  says  that  hereafter  lie  is 
going  to  write  only  on  abstract  politics.  The  con- 
crete, lie  says,  worries  hiin  too  much.  Aiislides 
certainly  ought  to  give  himself  (and  us)  a  rest. 

— A  sick  man,  thought  to  be  insane,  was  brought 
before  the  4th  [Milice  delegate  on  the  night  of  the 
25th.  He  was  feverish  and  much  agitated,  and  an 
examination  showed  that  he  bad  been  beaten, 
presumably  by  the  police.  He  was  sent  to  the 
hospital. 

— Executive  Decree  No.  1,169,  of  the  171I1  inst. 
maintains  in  force  the  contract  with  the  Aniazonas 
Steam  Navigation  Co.  Ltd.  until  the  government, 
after  calling  for  tenders,  is  prepared  to  make  a  new 
contract.  The  decree  provides  for  proceeding  at 
once  to  the  call  for  tenders. 

— The  famous  racing  horse  Ormonde,  winner  of 
the  Derby,  passed  through  here  011  the  Clyde  on 
the  26th,  en  route  lo  the  United  States  via  Eng- 
land. He  was  purchased  in  Argentina  for  some- 
thing over  .£30,000,  tlie  highest  price  ever  paid  for 
a  horse.     His  new  owner  lives  in  California. 

—The  new  cabinet  department  of  justice  and  in- 
terior, whose  organization  was  formally  announced 
»i  a  decree  recently  published,  will  comprise  lour 
sections,  viz.: — justice,  inlernal  affairs,  instruction, 
and  an  accountant's  office.  Tlie  posioftice  and  state 
telegraph  service  will  be  subordinate  to  this  depart- 
ment. 

— Col.  Serra  Martins,  Hie  officer  that  attempted 
lo  arrest  the  governor  of  Pernambuco,  has  been 
transferred  from  the  command  of  the  14th  battalion 
of  infantry  to  that  of  the  17th,  which,  ive  believe, 
is  stationed  in  Parana.  This  the  government  evi- 
dently hopes  will  keep  Col.  Serra  Martins  out  of 
mischief. 


—Tlie  Uruguayan  minister  to  this  capital,  D, 
UlasVidal,  has  resigned. 

—A  poor  black  woman  was  killed  Christmas 
evening  on  the  Central  railway,  near  tlie  S,  Diego 
station. 

—The  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  has  resolved 
to  consider  the  application  for  habeas  «w/«J  mndo 
by  Sebatrtifio  I'inho, 

—Dr.  Felisbello  Freire,  one  of  the  prominent 
government  supporters  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
hns  assumed  the  editorial  direction  of  the  Figaro, 

—The  police  have  again  placed  the  great  finan- 
cier Sebusliao  Pinko  in  durance  vile.  This  time  it 
is  on  account  of  his  connection  with  the  Companion 
Industrial  e  Colontsndora  do  Brazil. 

—A  telegram  from  Rome  announces  the  death 
there  of  Dr.  Jenniyuio  Jose  Teixeirn,  Viscoude  do 
Cruzeiro,  lie  was  for  many  years  prominent  in 
the  political  life  ol   this  country  under  the  empire. 

—According  to  telegrams  received  the  new 
Brazilian  cruiser  Titadenles  (Teeth-puller,)  has 
arrived  at  St.  Vincent,  and  the  Irimeiio  de  Marco 
has  left  La  Guayra,  Venezuela,  for  "  Coracao " 
fCuracoa?). 

—We  are  under  many  obligations  to  Messrs. 
Soares  &  Niemcyer,  the  well-known  printers  and 
stationers  of  Rua  da  Alfandega,  for  a  fine  collection 
of  Clirisimas  cards  and  calendars.  The  work  is 
neally  done  and  can  not  fail  of  appreciation. 

—A  new  plan  has  been  devised  for  the  lotteries 
of  this  city,  by  which  the  capital  for  each  drawing 
will  be  120,000$,  and  the  number  of  tickets  10,000. 
The  tickets  will  cost  12$  each,  and  will  he  sold  in 
thirds  and  twelfths  at  4$  and  1$  respectively. 

— The  Junta!  of  Die  23rd  sharply  criticises  the 
action  of  the  government  in  sending  the  Nictheroy 
police  insurgents  to  serve  in  various  regiments  of 
the  regular  army.  Our  colleague  very  sensibly 
remarks  that  if  these  men  ate  guilty  of  sedition 
and  insubordination,  they  should  he  tried  openly 
and  sentenced.  Executive  action  in  such  cases  is 
illegal. 

— Were  they  asleep,  or  was  it  a  bargain  ?  Some 
days  ago  a  man,  named  Francisco  Lino  de 
Oliveiia,  was  arrested  in  this  cily  on  account  of 
being  implicated  In  a  25,000$  robbery  in  Barrn 
Mansa,  On  the  26th  he  was  sent  up  the  Central 
railway,  accompanied  by  a  police  guard,  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Hurra  Mansa  authorities,  but  in 
passing  through  No,  9  tunnel  lit;  mysteriously 
disappeared.     How  it  happened,  no  one  knows! 

—The  reclamations  made  in  the  public  press 
against  the  retention  in  lighters  of  cattle  which 
arrived  here  on  the  steamer  Flamstead,  have  at  last 
secured  the  landing  of  the  unfortunate  brutes. 
The  cattle  were  kept  on  tlie  lighters  at  Gamboa  41 
days,  suffering  daily  from  heat,  thirst  and  hunger. 
Of  die  120  embargoed,  59  died,  while  the  remain- 
ing 61  were  in  a  most  pitiable  slate  when  landed. 
The  brutality  displayed  in  this  matter  can  have  110 
justification  whatever. 

— The  government  has  issued  orders  for  eslab. 
lishing  at  Brussels  a  bureau  for  superintending 
immigration  from  Europe  to  Brazil.  This  bureau 
will  be  under  the  direction  of  a  superintendent 
with  a  salary  of  12,000$  per  annum,  with  a  secre- 
tary who  will  be  paid  6,ooo$  per  annum,  a  clerk 
with  a  salary  of  4,800$  and  a  servant  whose  pay 
will  be  800$.  We  trust  the  legation  in  Brussels 
will  not  hereafter  deny  the  existence  of  this  agency, 
as  is  so  frequently  done  in  London. 

—A  pleasing  little  quarrel  has  broken  out  in 
that  abnormal  institution  called  the  "  normal 
school,"  because  of  the  selection  of  Dr.  Abilio 
Gorges  to  preside  over  the  faculty.  It  is  objected 
that  the  gentleman  is  disqualified  because  he  is  the 
respondent  in  a  police  inquiry.  The  Dr.  denies 
the  soft  impeachment  and  insists  on  presiding. 
The  opposition  arises,  it  is  said,  among  the 
salaried  officials  and  not  among  the  professors. 
For  all  the  good  this  school  is  doing,  it  might  be 
presided  over  by  the  naughty  boy  that  Dr.  Abilio 
whipped. 

—Among  the  passengers  on  the  Royal  Mai 
steamer  Clyde,  which  left  for  Europe  on  the  26th, 
was  Dr.  Nicolas  A.  Calvo,  the  Argentine  envoy 
extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  to  the 
United  States  for  the  settlement  of  the  Missiones 
boundary  question  which  has  been  referred  lo  the 
President  of  that  country  as  arbitrator.  Dr.  Calvo 
is  one  ol  the  ablest  and  best  jurists  in  Argentina,  is 
the  author  of  various  important  legal  treatises,  and 
is,  above  all,  a  man  of  high  personal  character.  He 
speaks  English  well  anil  is  a  great  admirer  of  the 
political  institutions  of  the  United  Slates. 

—We  see  that  the  papers  continue  to  talk  about 
the  "  minister  of  instruclion,"  but  we  can  not  dis- 
cover him.  Perhaps  the  "minister  of  justice  and 
interior  "  is  the  man  referred  to,  as  tlie  affairs  of 
public  instruction  form  a  section  in  his  department. 
It  would  be  wise,  in  our  opinion,  for  the  govern, 
ment  to  issue  a  decree — one  of  the  Medes  and 
Persian  kind— fixing  the  character  of  the  various 
public  departments  for  all  time  and  s|>ecifyiiig  the 
exact  title  of  each  minister.  And  if  time  is  of  any 
object,  we  would  suggest  that  no  title  should  ex- 
ceed a  half  dozen  words.  Life  is  short  and  paper 
and  ink  are  becoming  expensive. 


—The  Peiropolis  hoi  els  are  evidently  inclined  1 0 
maintain  their  reputation  at  all  hazards.
